(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gitlin et al 
US patent no. 5,056,117. 

Gitlin et al discloses an apparatus fig. 5. Circuit comprising a decoder circuit for 
receiving 503 and decoding at least one intersymbol interference (ISI) compensated 
signal samples, and generating tentative decisions see input to 51 1 and a final decision 
1 61 ; and a decision feedback equalizer 51 1 coupled in feedback fashion to the decoder 
503 circuit, the decision feedback equalizer 51 1 including a set of low-ordered 
coefficients and a set of high-ordered coefficient, (note col. 12, lines 35-39 where the 
filter generates complex signals that are numbered from 1-8, hence the coefficient has 
to be numbered from 1-8 as well, note that fig. 5, element 51 1 shows an order filter, 
another indication that the coefficients are numbered) the decision feedback equalizer 
generating a first portion of ISI compensation based on the tentative decisions and 
high-ordered coefficients see col. 8, lines 25-28, col. 12, lines 31-39.
